The Dominion Department of Agriculture was constituted in 1868 with 
numerous functions that were by no means purely agricultural, including: 
agriculture, immigration and emigration, public health and quarantine, the 


marine and immigrant hospital at Quebec, arts and manufactures, the census, 
statistics and the registration of statistics, patents of invention, copyright, and 
industrial designs and trade marks. 


In the course of time the purely agriculture work of the department came 
to demand greater attention; the non-agricultural functions were one by one 
entrusted to other departments, while specialization became the order of the 
day within the Department of Agriculture. At the present time it includes the 
following services: (1) Administration; (2) Science Service; (3) Experimental 
Farm Service; (4) Production Service; (5) Marketing Service. 


The Administration Service includes the Publicity and Extension Division 
and the Main Library. Under Science Service are Entomology, Botany and 
Plant Pathology, Animal Pathology, Chemistry, Bacteriology and Dairy 
Research. The Experimental Farms Service includes ten divisions covering 
Animal Husbandry, Bees, Cereals, Fibre, Field Husbandry, Forage Plants, 
Horticulture, Illustration Stations, Poultry, and Tobacco, together with the 
Branch Farms and Stations. The Production Service is comprised of the 
divisions of Health of Animals, Live Stock and Poultry, Plant Products, and 
Plant Protection. Directly under administration in the Marketing Service are 
the Markets Information and Consumer Sections, and the other divisions of 
the service are Dairy, Fruit and Vegetable, Live Stock and Live Stock Products, 
and Agricultural Economics.

NEW SYSTEM OF CLASSIFYING PUBLICATIONS 


A change in the classification and numbering of the publications of the 
Department of Agriculture was made in 1935, Publications now in print will 
continue to bear their present titles and numbers until such time as a reprint or 
revision is necessary. They will then be reclassified and renumbered under the 
new system. Thus, in time, the old classification will pass out of use. 

The new classification includes Farmers’ Bulletins, Household Bulletins, 
Technical Bulletins; Circulars; and Acts, Orders and Regulations. Hach class 
is numbered serially; the Farmers’, Household and Technical Bulletins, being 
new classifications, each commences at one; Circulars and Acts, Orders and 
Regulations, having formerly carried numbers, continue from the latest number 
in their respective classes. In addition, Farmers’ Bulletins, Household Bulle- 
tins, Technical Bulletins, and Circulars GCanrye (5 Publication Number ” com- 
mencing under the new classification with 475, there having been 474 publica- 
tions under the old classification. Annual reports are issued as formerly and 
carry no number. 


Bulletins and circulars listed under the heading “ Recent Publications

The express charges are very reasonable as the slides 
are well packed, and the weight kept down to a minimum consistent with 
safety in transportation. Approximate express charges on sets one way from 
Ottawa to points in Ontario 60 cents, Quebec 80 cents, Maritime Provinces 
and Saskatchewan $1.20, Alberta $1.40, British Columbia $1.55. Requests for 
slides should be made sufficiently in advance of the definite date set for the 
meetings where the slides are to be used to allow for shipping a few days in 
advance of the meetings.
